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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kajiwara et al. US 2002/01 1 1431 . 

3. The rejection set forth under 35 USC 103 in the paper mailed 8/8/08 is deemed 
proper and is herein repeated. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 2/6/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

5. Applicant's primary point of contention is that the claims require a high amount of 
monomer content at the initiation of the polymerization. This is contrasted to the cited 
art that suggests lesser amounts of monomer in the formation of the seed polymer. 
This is not persuasive. 

6. The claims are directed to a copolymer latex. This is essentially a "product" 
claim, understanding the latex to be a product in-and-of itself. The limitations, relative to 
the amounts of monomers used in the initial stage of the polymerization, of the 
formation of the copolymer, used in the product copolymer latex, are process limitations. 
Patent law has well established that the evaluation of patentability of product claims is 
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predicated upon the claimed product, not the process by which the product is formed. 
The claims are directed to a product being the "copolymer latex" and an intermediate 
product being the "copolymer" wherein the intermediate product is in product-by- 
process language. The product-by-process language relative to the intermediate 
product does not render the claims patentably distinct from the copolymer latex of the 
prior art. It is unclear how the claimed "copolymer latex" is patentably distinct from the 
copolymer latex described in the prior art. 

7. The fact the Kajiwara exemplifies lower amounts of seed monomers is not 
dispositive. The seed monomer content is not limited by the examples and one of 
ordinary skill understands the manipulation of seed monomer content and properties 
resultant therefrom. The amounts to a design choice wherein the polymerization is 
initiated with a majority of monomer to be polymerized followed by sequential 
polymerization of the resultant monomer. Such design choices are seen to be prima 
facie obvious. There is no showing or allegation of unexpected results due to this 
claimed copolymer. 

8. Haigiwara et al US 2003/0050377 and US 6,844,385 are cited of interest.
